the services. United freland had already in- 
dicated that it proposed to formulate through 
the new County Councils themselves pro- 
posals for the better organisation of local 
government, the easing of the burden on the 
ratepayers, and the more economic and 
efficient management of local business. It 
would procure the impartial administration of 
public relief and the impartial distribution of 
employment on such public works as were 
controlled by the local bodies, and would 
stand for clean, efficient administration. 

“ While strict economy in the public ser- 
vices is vital and will be exercised,’’ he re- 
marked, ‘‘I consider that we should not 
countenance the employment of underpaid 
officials as a means to economy. The most 
effective and desirable form of economy is the 
securing of a contented body of public ser- 
vants, each of whom is guaranteed a decent 
livelihood and stability of employment in 
return for good work.”’ 


HOUSING PROBLEM. 


— — — 


Announcing the party's proposal íor mak- 
ing a planned attack on the hous.ng problem, 
he said that while the use of home manu- 
factured materials would be encouraged no 
Í scheme would be held up only because sup- 
plies of home manufactured materials were not 
available. Steps would be taken - to review 
rentals which were inequitable. 

Dealing with industry, General O’Duffy 
said that much satisfactory development had 
been begun since the Free State was estab- 
lished, by means of tariffs and State guaran- 
teed loans, and manufacturers had been freely 


offered any possible assistance which a 
Gcvernment could give. Under the present 
Government widespread tariffs had been 


imposed to an extent and at a rate which 
the Government had excused as being due 
to the exigencies of the economic war. While 
strong exception had been taken in many 
directions to the indiscriminate nature of 
these tariffs, it would require very careful 
review and a full estimate of the commit- 
ments undertaken by manufacturers and the 
employment giver as a result of these tariffs 
before they could be in any way disturbed. 

“TI think the organisation generally,’’ he. 
said, ‘“‘ should be very strongly opposed to 
removing any tariffs which have been imposed 
for the specific purpose of developing Irish 
industry and providing suitable employment 
for our workers, and which show that they 
are producing, or are likely to produce, these 
very desirable results.” 


| IRISH CAPITAL. 


What they were prepared to do for the 
Irish worker they were prepared to do for 
Irish capital, which must be made work 
hand in hand with the Irish worker for the 
development of the country. In the past Irish 
capital, denied to a large extent opportunity 
for suitable and secure investment at home, 
found profitable investments abroad, provid- 
ing security for people’s savings and bringing 
an annual income almost equal to one-half 
of the total value of our own manufacturing 
production, and almost equal to the whole 
of the salaries and wages paid to those 
engaged in our manufacturing industries. 

“I would hesitate.” he said, ‘‘to force 
our people, particularly in the present diff- 
cult “financial times, to dislodge these safe 
investments. I sometimes rather fear an 
uprising in other countries towards such 
investments of a spirit which tends to rise 
itself here. There is, in my opinion, a suffi- 
ciency of free and cheap money to-day which 
would readily be invested in developing Irish 
industries if policies were pursued here both 


Ron —— — 


economically and politically which were 
sane and orderly, and if we could 
eradicate from the country the political 
and economic neurasthenia which «the 
Government has engendered to such an 


enormous extent. There are even circum- 
stances in which I would welcome the income 
of foreign capital here, if it came equipped 
with modern experience in technique and 
organisation, which would build soundly 
industries which are wanted here, and for 
which we have not the necessary experienced 
personnel or equipment. I consider that no 
dangers could arise in connection with the 
development. of industry in that way which 
could not effectively be dealt with by our 
Legislature.”’ 

In industry, as in everything else, United 
Treland stood for an organised people, with 
the discipline, confidence and that mutual 
trust end co-operation which effective 
organisation alone could bring. It would | 
consult and co-operate with associations of 


both workers and employers, and looked for- 
ward to being able to centre in these 
organisations, or in ones associated with 
them, powers for dealing with the well-being 
of industry and its workers at present re- 
tained to the Oireachtas, but which can 
more usefully and effectively be brought into 
closer proximity to industry itself. 

With regard to the Sea Fisheries Associa- 
tion, their aim would be, when returned to 
power, to place as directors men who would 
have business capacity and a knowledge of 
the fishing industry rather than politicians. 
When they had a board of directors in which 
the country could have confidence, the 
Government would be prepared to give every 
assistance possible by way of financing the 
industry for a period of years. 

There was a considerable demand through- 
out the country, he said, for nationalisation 
of the inland fisheries. That question must 
be thoroughly examined with a view to dis- 
covering what would be best for the 
industry. “We will not stand for spolia- 
tion; if it is decided to take the fisheries for 
the State, a fair and reasonable price will be 
paid to the proprietors,’’ he declared. 


THE GAELTACHT. 


It will be the object of a United Ireland 
Government to raise the general condition 
of the Gaeltacht so as to bring it up the 
standard of the more En i yp districts 
of the country. United Ireland was alive to

For 
the purposes of the Gaeltacht, a special com- 
missioner would be appointed, under whose 
control would be placed all the various classes 
of public work—land reclamation and im- 
provement, drainage, roads, housing, rail- 
ways, fisheries, reafforesting. He would be 
assisted by local voluntary committees im 
the different Gaeltacht areas, and would have 
powers similar to those vested in the late 
Congested Districts Board. A Standing 
Committee of the Dail, entitled the ‘‘ Gael- 
tacht Committee’’ would be established 
which should have the right to summon and 
question but not to direct or control the 
Gaeltacht Commissioner. 


The Gaeltacht Housing Acts—allowed to | 


go into abeyance since Fianna Fail came into 
power—would be revived -by providing 
further sums from year to year until the 
problem is dealt with. The subsidiary in- 
dustries, such as Kkeln and carrageen, would 
be again fostered. The industrial centres for 
woven and knitted goods would be extended 
and new centres established, and the question 
of establishing new industries in the Gael- 
tacht would be explored. United Ireland 
wculd undertake with determination the task 
of preserving the. Irish language and of 
@Wradually restoring it to general use amongst 
the people. 
Referring to the forces of the State, General 
O’ Duffy said: “ In this State we were rightly 
Ea of our services. We had an Army, a 
’olice Force and a Civil Service imbued with 
a spirit of impartial administration. We have 
seen these services tampered with for political 
purposes. We have seen avowed opponents 
of the law and State given responsible posi- 
tions as custodians of the law and defenders 
of the State. We have seen the powers of 
Government so misused that there is one law 
for supporters of the Government and another 
for their opponents. Every attempt by way 
of slander, l.es and bludgeons is and has been 
made to silence the nation’s political opposi- 
tion. 

‘* Successive. organisations of the young men 
of Ireland formed for the purpose of opposing 
Communism and protecting the people from 
violence and int:midation, for inculeating in 
our youth a spirit of voluntary and disciplined 
public service have been suppressed and de- 
clared illegal by the political junta in power, 
and such acts have been taken in the interests 
of their irregularly armed allies. Oppression 
and tyranny in our land always did and 
always will bring out the best of our people 
to stand in the gap of danger, and think God 
that is happening now, and is the inspira- 
tion and strength of Fine Gael.” 

General O’Duffy then went on to speak of 
the “ Corporative State.’’ 

“There can be no doubt.” he said, “ that 
for manv years past even the most conserva- 
tive of States have been feeling the need for 
readjustments in their social systems and for 
greater order in their economic life. The ex- 
per.ence’ not only of Continental countries, 
but of America and even of Great Britain, has 
shown clearly that systems built upon a 
foundation of private profit and giving un- 
limited scope to individual initiative cannot 


. ture, 


continue to function under modern conditions | 


without grave danger of disaster. Unrestricted 
individualism has proved to be both wasteful 
in good times and incompetent to face the 
roblems of an economic crisis. On the other 
band the doctrine that everything can be set 
right by revolution, and that the dictator- 
ship of a class or of an individual can be a 
substitute, not only for intelligent citizenship, 
but even for religion itself, is repugnant to 
every instinct of Irish patriotism. 

“We cannot rely on either the profit- 
making instinct of individualist exploiters or 
on mere crude State-worship and the bureau- 
cratic machine to perform the historic tasks 
that have been handed on to our generation 
in Ireland. 


COMMUNISTS V. 
CAPITALISTS. 


“Our movement exists for the double pur- 
pose of uniting our people and of so organis 
ing them as to obviate all dangers of Com- 
munist dictatorship or of capitalist exploita- 
tion. In the very difficult circumstances 
which are certain to face the Government 
after our victory at the polls it will be essen- 
tial for the country both to turn its back on 
party politics and to organise with the utmost 
efficiency its social and economic life. 

“ The present Pope has proclaimed it as 
‘the primary duty of the State and of all 
good citizens to abolish conflict between 
classes with divergent interests, and thus to 
foster arfd promote harmony between the 
various ranks of society.’ He has declared 
that ‘the aim of social legislation must be 
the re-establishment of vocational groups.’ 
This is the aim which United Ireland has 
put in the forefront of its social programme: 
‘The planning of our national economic life 
with a view to increased industrial efficiency 
and harmony by the organisation of agricul- 
tural and industrial corporations with, statu- 
tory powers, assisted by industrial courts and 
functioning under the guidance of a National 
Economic Council.’ 

“United Ireland stands unequivocally for 
the principles. of democracy, majority rule, 
and the absolute authority of Parliament as 
the only means by which government can be 
conducted in Ireland. It maintains, however, 
that political equality is not more important 
than the satisfaction of the claim of “all 
economic ranks in the community to equal 
consideration, on the basis of humanity and 
service, in the framing of national policy, 
and that only by the interposition between 
the State and the individual of such voca- 
tional corporations can such satisfaction be 
guaranteed, and the extremes of Commun.sm 
without liberty and Liberalism without justice 
be avoided. It proposes, therefore, to take 
steps towards the setting up and inclusion in 
the State edifice of such corporations. Through 
them the employers and workers can be 
brought into fruitful contact.” 

General O’Duffy said that he recognised 
that the establishment of a complete system 
of self-governing corporations to organise and 
regulate the national economic life would 
occupy considerable time. It would be a 
gradual process, and the system must be 
Irish through and through. United Ireland 
was not going to force its views on the 
people or to over-ride their interests, but 
rather to provide the people with machinery 
for safeguarding their own interests and for 
enforcing their own views on economic 
matters. Therefore, while they must continue 
to think and plan for the establishment of 
these economic corporations, which would, in- 
crease harmony and efficiency in the Free 
State’s economic life, they could not under- 
take the business of actually creating them 
until they had a definite mandate from the 
people. 


NATIONAL CORPORATIONS. 


‘* Even now, however, we can foresee, in a 
general way,” he said, “the position which 
will be created by the establishment of a 
national system of corporations. It will mean 
a complete organisation of all workers en- 
gaged in any capacity in agriculture or in- 
dustry. Every employé will be a member of 
a union; every employer, every farmer or 
manufacturer will be a member of an em- 
ployers’ association. In every industry the 
men’s union and the employers’ association 
will be closely combined in a federation of 
which the two bodies will be merely two 
wings or branches. This federation of em- 
plovers and employés, acting through 
permanent joint council and under the super- 
vision of the national economic council and 
of the appropriate Minister of State, will be 
given statutory. powers to make agreements 
in regard to the industry which it represents. 
Those agreements will be binding on all 
workmen and on all employers. They will 
concern not merely such things as wages and 
conditions of labour or the establishment of 
superannuation or _ similar schemes for 
workers; they will also include the wide 
range of matters on which an industry may 
make its own rules without prejudice to the 
interests of the general community. Wage 
agreements made by a corporation or sub- 
corporation will be hinding on all the mem- 
bers of the body making it, and disputes 
which cannot be settled by agreement will 
be determined by an industrial court; so 
that strikes and lock-outs, which cause so 
much waste and suffering, will altogether 
cease.”’ The existence of such corperations 
would completely do away with the possi- 
bility which a Government now had of pre- 
tending that the unorganised industry which 
it was injuring was really in agreement with 
its policy. Obviously the most important of 
all the economic corporations to be set up 
in the Saorstat would be the agricultural 
corporation. It would be the authoritative ad- 
viser of the Government on every point of 
administration and legislation affecting agri- 
culture, Its power of advice would, in fact, 
be equivalent to a power of control, subject 
only to the check cf securing due regard for 
the interests of other sections of the com- 
munity. Such a corporation might quite 
well be entrusted with the decision of many 
matters that are at present within the sphere 
of the Department of Agriculture. 

It would be obvious that the establish- 
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share 


ment of corporations representing agricul- 

industry, distribution, transport, 
finance, etc. foals corporations comprising 
representatives of both workers and em- 
mó would do away with the necessity 
or the formation of political parties repre- 
senting particular classes or economic 
interests. Once the corporations were estab- 
lished, it would, in fact, become necessary 
that the Parliament should in all cases stand 
for the national interest. Of course, the 
establishment of the corporations would 
relieve Parliament of many duties and 
functions. For example, agricultural criti- 
cism of the Government would probably be 


directed at the Minister for Agriculture at 


meetings of the Council of the Agricultural 
Corporation rather than in Parliament. 
While Parliament would, of course, have the 
same responsibility for agricultural legislation 
as it had at present, much of the ie rs 
discussion would take place in the Agricul- 
tural Council. 


PARTY BITTERNESS. 


“I am certain that the formation of cor- 
porations such as these, widening as they 
would the hasis of government, would 
facilitate and necessitate the diminution, if 
not the disappearance, of the party bitterness 
which nowadays so often prevents national 
business from being discussed in a business- 
like way,” he declared. 

Going on to ask: ‘‘ Can the parliamentary 
system be an effective instrument for the 
control of the economic life of a country?” 
General O'Duffy said: “ It certainly was 
never intended for that purpose, and its con- 
stitution renders it wholly unfitted for the 
positive, continuous’ and enormously com- 
plicated task of regulating economic pro- 
cesses in a large community. Already parlia- 
mentary democracy, even in countries where 
capitalism is not yet very noticeably on the 
decline, has shown itself unable to cope with 
the economic problems which are being 
thrust upon it by the very inability of 
capitalism to solve them in the old way. 
For example, in England there is a general 
consensus of opjnion, even amongst Conserva- 
tives, that Parliament needs to be thoroughly 
overhauled, 

‘There is no reason why we should make 
an idol of Parliament. It is a human in- 
stitution, and, like everything human, has 
its limitations. A man may believe absolutely 
in political democracy, and yet find many 
faults in the present parliamentarv system; 
for the parliamentary system does not ex- 
haust the content of political democracy. As 
a matter of fact, it does not follow from any 
principle of political democracy that a 
general legislature elected by general 
suffrage is the fittest or only organ whereby 
the community can exercise its functions. 

“I am a firm believer in Parliament. I 
believe with equal firmness in the necessity 
for supplementing Parliament for economic 


purposes, and supplementing it—and this 
is the important § point—in such a 
way as to prevent the. State from 


growing into that monster which people call 
the totalitarian State, because it will not 
allow anything else beside itself swallowing 
up the entire life of a man, economics, 
politics, religion, the family, and, finally, the 
individual, so that even the human soul is 
reduced to the level of State property. Yet, 
to that end, and it can take the form cf 
State capitalism as well as Communism, even 
we—safe as we think ourselves—may eventu- 
ally be driven by the pressure of economic 
forces, if we should lack the courage and 
vision to rise to the occasion and build up 
in time a really just and Christi social 
system, 9 


SUPPLEMENTING 
PARLIAMENT. 


“Tt is evident that any Christian social 
programme—and to be truly Christian it 
must avoid the pitfalls of Communism on the 


left and capitalism on the right—must 
take into account the limitations of the 
present Parliameritary system, and find 


means for supplementing it for economic and 
social purposes. Such means are vocational 
councils to deal with the specialised 
problems of agriculture, education, industry, 
transport, etc., and composed of men 
actually engaged in these activities. Only 


by this road can we advance to the new 


and better order, which we may call the 
corporative order.”’ 

This system offered a practical alternative 
to the extremes of both Socialism and 
capitalism, and sought to satisfy the legiti- 
mate aspirations of the masses for a free and 
secure livelihood without breeding social 
illusions. The corporations, although they 
enjoyed certain statutory powers of self. 
government, were to be centrally controlled 
and co-ordinated by a Supreme Economic 


Council or Economic Parliament, which, 
however, existed at the side of Parliament 
proper, and advised it on all industrial 
problems and functions within the wide 


limits of the powers Parliament had dele- 
gated to it. 

‘*Here we have a new type of democracy— 
economic democracy. It does not replace 
democracy—it completes it,” 
General O’Dufiy declared. 

There were would-be Dictators in Ireland 


—the I.R.A. and the. Irish Communist 
Party—but only one real dictatorship—the 
present Government. From behind the 


shelter of the Public Safety Act it had taken 
away the liberties and the constitutions] 
rights of the political opposition. 

General O’Duffy stated that the change 
over from “the belated capitalism which the 
ignoramuses of the present Government 
fondly call a Christian social system’’ would 
demand discipline and patience, hard work 
and hard thinking. ‘It also goes without 
saying,” he hios '“that. the. men who do 
the thinking and carry the responsibility 
must be alike to count on a powerful and 
disciplined majority in Parliament and in 
the country. It may be found necessary to 
strengthen their leadership by constitutional 
process. The thing which has discredited 
the European forms of democracy is not the 
basic theory of democracy itself, which, as 
we have seen, represents a vital guarantee 
for human freedom, but the instability of 
political leadership as well as the corrupt 
character of party politics. 


THE U.S. RIGHT. 

The United States has hit upon the right 
idea. They choose a President for a reason- 
able length of time, and give him enough 
power to acquit himself properly of his re- 
sponsibilities. It is a tribute to the fore- 
sight of the makers of the American Con- 
stitution that the U.S.A. is in process of 
earrying through a complete transforma- 
tion of her economic life entirely within the 
framework of democracy. 

‘The attitude of our movement towards 
democracy has been the subject of shameless 
misrepresentation by those who did their 
utmost to destroy the first native Govern- 
ment that this country had known since the 
Confederation of Kilkenny. We have no 


reason to believe in the sincerity of their 


conversion. We judge them by their deeds, 
and their deeds prove that their conversion 
to democracy is like the fox’s conversion to 
an honest life. Let it go out to the people 
of the country from this great convention 
exactly where we stand. We stand, as we 
made plain in our official , declaration of 
policy, for parliamentary democracy. We 
are absolutely opposed to individual or 
group dictatorship, and we believe that the 
chief danger of dictatorship threatens from 
the heyy Government and its left wing. 
We hold that the best and the only tolerable 
form of Government for this country is 
democratic government, with full freedom of 
speech, a free constitutional opposition and 
a free electoral system. Finally, we hold 
that, in the interests of social justice and 
efficiency, Parliament should be supplemented 
by an economic council, with statutory power 
lor the organisation of our economic hfe on 
a vocational basis. Thus will be realised a 
higher and more stable form of democracy 
than any we have yet known.”’ 

United Ireland would make the maintenance 
of the disabled and the destitute and the 
tackling of unemployment its special care. 
At all costs the tragedy and waste of chronic 
unemployment must be definitely eliminated 
from the national life. The first essential for 
the relief of the unemployed must be the re- 
storation. of our export trade and the es- 
tablishment of stability for agriculture and 
industry. For those fit to work whom pri- 
vate enterprise was unable to absorb, the 
State must provide employment under condi- 
tions which will preserve their health and 
moral and make them fit and willing to 
transfer to private industry as opportunity 
offered. United Ireland would provide public 
employment by the creation from the ranks 
of the unemployed of a labour corporation for 
the carrying out of an extensive programme 
of public works. In such a corporation a 
in control would be given to the 
workers themselves, and special provision 
would be made for dependents of married 
men, They maintained the right of all 
workers to a living wage, which might be 
adjusted from time to time by the voéa- 
tional councils, so as to secure the worker 
stability of purchasing power, 


1.000 A WEEK JOINING. 


The most important and striking develop- 
ment of recent years in the Free State has 
been the establish nt of the movement which 
was now saihodied án the League of Youth. 
The strength of the League was now far in 
excess of their wildest hopes, and recruits, 
boys and girls, were joning still at the rate 
of almost 1,000 per week. 

Saying that through this movement they 
hoped to end many of the evils that had 
torn the country so sadly in the past, General 
O'Duffy continued, '“The spirit of self- 
reliance, dignity and discipline is already 
manifest in their aets—they are fearless 
against armed terrorism, and they have pre- 
vailed against intimidation in many forms. 
Under unjust persecution they have borne 
themselves with a dignity which must surely 
have made even their tyrannical persecutors 
feel ashamed of themselves. They have been 
subjected to savage violence by creatures who 


| disgrace the name of Irishmen, and they have 


not stained their hands by as much as one 
act of reprisal, Can anyone behold the way in 
which they have behaved and not admire the 
ecole which prevails amongst them? 
Voluntary disciplined public service is their 
ideal and right nobly have they served it.” 

References were made in General O’ Duffy’s 
speech to the imprisonment of Commandant 
Cronin and the deaths of Hugh O’Reilly and 
Cornelius Daly. Delegates honoured them by 
risng and giving the salute of the Youth 
Movement. 

Mr. McClusky, Tipperary, proposed a 
hearty vote of thanks to General O’ Duffy for 
his splendid speech. The country, he said, 
was being rushed end ridden to destruction by 
foreigners. He (the speaker) belonged to a 
stock who were Parnellites, Redmondites, 
Devlinites and Dillonites, and he was de- 
lighted when a son of honest John Dillon 
came into that organisation. (Applause.) 
More damage had been done to the country 
im the past two vears than could be repaired 
in the next decade. United Ireland was for- 
tunate in having such a leader as General 
O’Duffy. (Applause.) Two things were 
necessary if the country was to be saved— 
a settlement of the economic war, and the 
borrowing of a large sum to put the country 
in the same state of prosperity that it was 
two years before Mr. de Valera, who was 
not Irish, put his ‘‘ clammy hand upon it.’’ 
‘Appliae.) 

Mr. Lenihan, who appeared nn a blue shirt, 
seconding the vote of thanks, spoke of 
the spread of the movement, and said that 
they had 75 per. cent. of the people of North 
Cork on their side, and did not want the 
other 25 per cent. 

Several others having supported tlie reso- 
lution, it was declared passed unammously. 


MR. COSGRAVE ON THE 
ANNUITIES. 


Mr, W. T. Cosgrave, T.D., who was re- 
ceived with enthusiasm, referred to Fianna 
Fail eo and said that in a reply by 
the British Secretary of State for the 
Dominions in the House of Commons, on the 
29th January last, it was stated that the 
withheld annuities up to Ist April next 
would total £7,063,000. He added that to 
make good this amount there had been col- 
lected from the special duties on Free State 
oods going into England a sum oí 
6,243,000 up to January 13th last. If Mr. 
Thomas's figures were accurate, the British 
had from 13th January to lst April to collect 
a sum oí £820,000. i 

‘‘ Supposing,’ said Mr. Cosgrave, “' they 
do collect that sum in that period of 23 
months, is it not broadcast to al and sundry 
that the cattle we export to Britain carry with 
them into that country the annuities as surely 
as if the annuity moneys were tied to their 
polls, and we will apparently not have been 
able to withhold, in fact, a penny piece of the 
disputed annuities.”” About that time the 
British decided to cut our cattle imports by 
half. But, supposing that even this limited 
number of animals did, in fact, bring the 
British coffers in the two and a half months 
the required sum of over £800,000, did it not 
seem that the British had simply been permit- 
ting the export to their country of so much 
of our live stock as would recoup them in full 
for the withheld annuities, and that beyond 
that they did not intend to allow us to export 
to them at all? Was that what was envisaged 
by those who promised to retain these 
annuities, and to retain them to the advan- 
tage and benefit of this country? Who had 
lost in this game—-the British Exchequer or 


our farmers, whose beasts and produce were

bearing the full brunt of the annuity pay- 
menis,.and who had, in addition, to pay fifty 
per cent. of the old sum, and to pay that out 


' of a seriously diminished business? Referring

to the promised introduction of factories for 
production of industrial alcohol, Mr. Cosgrave 
said that industrial alcohol would not be 
wp peng in this country ready for sale in the 
actory at a less cost than 3s. per gallon, while 
petrol could be brought to the shores of this 
country at not more than 4d. per gallon. 

Continuing, he said that the first, second 
and third National Loans were a success, as 
the Government which floated them was a suc- 
cess. ‘The fourth National Loan was not a 
success, any more than the Government that 
launched it. 


LIFE-BLOOD OF THE 
NATION, 


The present Government had played fast 
and loose with the economic life-blood of the 
nation. From the national, political, moral 
and financial point of view it became daily 
more a matter of vital concern for patriotic 
Irishmen how long this nation-killing policy 
was to continue. It was imperative that in 
the best interests of the State the new move- 
ment should sweep the country in order to 
provide the people with an organisation led by 
men able and willing to give loyal, honest, un- 
selfish and disciplined service to the national 
cause. 


Mr. Cosgrave then proposed the election of 


General O'Duffy, to whom he paid a warm : 


tribute. | 

Mr. Frank MacDermot, T.D., Vice- 
President, who was heartily applauded, in 
seconding, said that they were all one party 
now—one in policy, on? in ideals, one in 
effort, and one in affection. Compliments 
had been paid to Mr. Cosgrave’s admiinistra- 
tion, and he would like to add a little word 
of compliment to the Centre Party. That 
little party had steered its little boat into a 
goodly harbour. cl; 

There was probably nobody in the country 
who had more of an instinctive dislike of 
anything in the nature of a dictatership than 
he had. 

He referred to General O'Duffy as “a 
decent, God-fearing, straightforward, gene- 
rous Irish gentleman’ He commended him 
to that Ard-l’heis as a man who had alwavs 
been true te form, and who always would 
run true to form. (Applause.) He com- 
mended him also as a man who was brave 
and straight, and infinitely energetic and 
well qualified to lead that Party to the vic- 
tory that awaited it. 


NO DICTATORSHIP. 


The last thing General O'Duffy would 
think of would be to try and rush himself 
into the position of a dictator to the Irish 
people. Nothing more nonsensical had ever 
been said by the Fianna Fail Party. (Ap- 
plause.) 

They were there to dedicate themselves to 
a great task—the task of making Ireland, 
all Ireland, that thing called a country; to 
make it a place where men’s minds were not 
turned purely to the interests of a party, 
but to the hope and ideal of building up 
a united nation by courage, charity and’ com- 
mon-sense, (Applause.) 

In thinking of their more recent heroes, 
let them not forget Owen Roe, Sarsfield, 
Q’Connell. Grattan, Mitchel, Martin, Dillon, 
Parnell, Willie Redmond and Tom Kettle. 
The two last-named lost their lives fighting 
in France for the liberty and welfare of the 
[rish people as truly as did many of those 
who lost their lives elsewhere. (Applause.) 

Let them go forward unitedly, under the 
leadership of a worthy leader, to perform 
their great end honourable task. (Applause.) 


MR. DILLON, T.D. 


Mr. James Dillon, T.D., Vice-President, 
said that they were present to get the 
approval of the assembly for Eoin O'Duffy 
as the leader of the Irish peat (Applause. ) 
The policy put forward held great promise 
for a united Ireland. That party had a 
better policy, a better leader, and a better 
organisation than Fianna Fail. (Applause.) 

Mrs. Collins-O’Driscoll said that 75 per 
cent of the women of Ireland were behind

General O'Dutty, who was received with 
the salute and prolonged cheering, returned 
thanks, and said that their movement was 
winning all along the line, and if there was 
a general election to-morrow morning they

There was a resolution from Loughrea 
Branch impressing on the Ard-Fheis the 
‘‘chaotic”’ state of the community in their 
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area of County Galway; the great majority 
of the farmers were in a state verging on 
distress, brought about by the ill-judged 
policy of the present Government in destroy- 
ing the only real market in the world open 
for the free marketing of lreland’s produce. 
In consequence, farmers had lost most oi 
their capital, and were in a helpless and 
‘hopeless ‘state of distress; the shopkeepers 
and commercial classes had lost more than 
50 per cent. of their trading, and were faced 
with ruin, and every other class had suffered 
alarmingly. The Ard-Fheis was urged to 
take every possible step to effect a settle- 


dispute with Britain, 

Kilcormac (Oifaly) Branch called upon the 
United Ireland Party to use ail its influence 
to have the economic war settled. 

Both resolutions were adopted without dis- 
cussion, 

Mr. MacDermot put before the meeting 
pene 4 of the United Ireland policy as 
ollows :—-‘‘ Pressure for the complete re- 
mission, pending a settlement, of land annui- 
ties and of rates on agricultural land; per- 
manent reductions of the original annuities 
by at least 50 per cent.; the re-examination 
uf the whole question of de-rating in the 
light of the settlement.” 

He said that they believed that the present 
quarrel with Britain was stupid and wronjz- 
headed; that it had already done great 
damage to the country’s reputation and 
trade, and that Ireland would gain not only 
on the material side, but im honour and 
dignity by bringing it to an end as soon as 
nest» 

He understood that in the Far East if a 
man wished to bring shame and confusion

“We could achieve more Ly a one-week 
strike than by a year of agitation,’’ declared 
Mr. Edward J. Cussen (Cork National Fxeeu- 
tive), who advocated that the farmers should 
seriously consider the policy of withholding 
their produce from the market for a week in 
order to bring the present Government to a 
proper realisation of the farmers’ position and 
the importance of the farming community to 
the country. .Such action had been taken 
recentlv in certain States in America, and its 
effect had been to bring the Government te 
the assistance of the farmers in double-quick 
time. 

He held that the Labour Party was even 
more responsible than Fianna Fail for the 
present condition in the Trish farming in- 
dustry They were quick enough to resent 
any attack on the wages of the industrial 
workers, but they took no notice where the 
farmers’ income was cut by far more than 
any factorv worker's.

(2) if it is intended to recrait any further 
number; (3) what qual.fications as to 
character, physique and intelligence are re- 
quired frem candidates; (4) what period of 
preliminary training and instruction is re- 
quired to be served before they enter on 
active duties; (5) when they are allotted to 
country stations for duty are they subieo* to 
the disciplinary control of tne station 
sergeants, and/or the superintendent of the 
district, and (6) what is the total estimated 
cost of this force for a full finanetal year. 

The Minister (Mr. Ruttledge) said that 
the number of Gardai who carry arms varies 
according to the requirements of the moment. 
No useful purpose, he added, would be 
served by publishing the number as on any 
given date. ‘the general regulations as to 
recruitment and discipline apply equally 
whether a Garda is or is not armed. 

Mr. O’Dorovan, U.I.P., West Cork, asked 
if the Minister was aware that the ques- 
tion of qualifications for the Gardai was 
taken out of the Minister's hands by the 
Fianna Fail. clubs. 

The Minister said that the rules laid down 
by the previous Administration for ‘recruit- 
ment were strictly adhered to,

PUBLIC ASSISTANCE UNDER 
THE POOR LAW.

According to an cfficial statement, the 
total number of persons. (men, women and 
children) in receipt of public assistance under 
the Free State poor law on the last Saturday 
of December. 1933, was 147,973, which is 
2.272 less than the previous month, and 
15,860 more than on the corresponding day 
of the previous vear. The total is equivalent 
to 49.46 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 

The number of persons in receipt of home 
assistance was 129.774. or 1.562 less than 
the previous month, and 15,618 (5,226 men, 
4.249 women and 8,143 children) more than 
on the corresponding Cay last year. 

The average cost of home assistance was 
£17,807 per week, or £1,044 per week higher 
than the previous month, and £1,449 higher 
per week than m December. 13.2. 

The numbers on home assistance in Dublin 
Citv and County were 24.3 per cent. of the 


total on home assistance.

New Zealand. 


New Zealand has celebrated this week 
the ninety-fourth anniversary of her entry 
into the British Commonwealth. On the 
site “where the Maori chiefs accepted 
Queen Victoria’s sovereignty the Governor- 
General, attended by the largest gathering 
of the Maori race for thirty years, has 
testified to the justice, equality and peace 
which prevail between the two peoples 
of the islands. At the same time he laid 
the foundation stone of a meeting-house 
which the Maoris have decided to erect in 
honour of the occasion. The British Isles, 
separated from the Dominion by the 
breadth of all the world, hear little of 
New Zealand; but experience has taught 
us that a country may be happiest when its 
affairs are least familiar to the readers 
of newspapers. No stories of savage racial 
strife or of cataclysmic financial disasters 
reach us from New Zealand, and the name 
of the country invokes nothing more vivid 
than a vision of cold meat, hot springs, a 
pleasant climate and an agreeable people. 
The closer attention which has been paid 
to the Dominion, now that it has taken 


stock after nearly a century within the 
Commonwealth, has done little to make shel

picture less attractive. After a period of 
unostentatious, but increasing, prosperity 
New Zealand fell into the trough of the 
depression. A small surplus of £40,000 
last year, instead of the deficit of £100,000 
which had been anticipated, was the first 
sign that the worst of the hard times lad 
passed. In the present financial year the 
expenditure is down, and the returns of 
revenue are sufficiently encouraging to 
enable the Prime Minister to express con- 
fidence for the future. A general im- 
provement in trade and prices resulted iti 
a surplus of visible exports of £15,000,000, 
or four millions In excess of the year 
before. The increase in the volume of 
commerce has compensated for the de- 
preciation of the currency. New Zealand’s 
highest hopes, however, are encouraged by 


_the rise in the price of wool, the most 


important of the agricultural exports upon 
which the country’s economy is based. A 
corresponding increase in the price of the 
other staple exports would complete the 
process of recovery, but it is recognised 
that such a happy end to financial diffi- 
culties cannot be expected at once. In the 
meantime the internal debt has been con- 
verted at a saving of £570,000 annually, 
and an adjustment has been made in the 
rates of interest on the debts of local 
authorities—a measure of emergency which 
has been justified by the results. The 
Dominion can afford to congratulate itself 
upon its handling of the vravest situation 
which has confronted it since the Treaty 
of .Waitangi. 


A Shipping Merger. 


British prestige on the high seas will be 
enhanced enormously by the news that the 
Cunard and White Star lines have decided 
to amalgamate, and that the Government 
has agreed to advance the money— 
£3,000,000—for the completion of the giant 
Cunarder 534, which has been lying un- 
finished at Clydebank since the end of 
1931. The new company will be known as 
the Cunard-White Star Line. It will have 
ten directors, six of whom will be Cunard 
nominees and four nominees of the White 
Star Company. The Treasury will advance 
a sum not exceeding £1,500,000 to the 
merged company for purposes of working 
capital, and, furthermore, will advance 
up to £5,000,000 for the building of a 
sister ship or ships. This news will be 
received with joy not only on the Clyde, 
but throughout the British Empire. It 
indicates a definite return of shipping 
prosperity, and there is little doubt that, 
when the new liner is finished, she will 
recapture the supremacy of the _ trans- 
Atlantic route. She will be the biggest and 
fastest steamer in the world. At present 
the Majestic, with 56,000 tons, holds the 
record for size; but 534 will have a gross 
tonnage of 73,000, and will be well over 
a thousand feet in length. Work 
will begin next month, and, if all 
goes well, the new ship may be launched 
in November. Some thousands of men will 
be employed directly at the Clydebank 
yards. A far greater number will find work 
in associated industries throughout the 
United Kingdom; but the moral effect of 
the Government's decision will outweigh all 
its economic advantages. Since the War 
foreign nations, by virtue of heavy sub- 
sidies, have deprived Britain of her former 
position in the shipping world. Now she 
is about to prove that she is still the 
mistress of the seas. 


Pillar Boxes. 


Since the postal system was invented in 
these islands scarlet has been the official 
colour of the Royal Mail, and when the 
Free State Government, some ten years 
ago, decided to paint its pillar boxes 
green, many people in the twenty-six 
counties regarded its action almost as a 
sacrilege. Now,it seems, the British postal 


scheme with an occasional dash of green. 
For the time being pillar boxes and postal 


British are going even farther than the 
Free State, inasmuch as they intend to 
paint their post offices in an Lrish hue. An 
experiment has been made in the Hamp. 
shire village of Alton, where the local post 
office has been repainted in green and 
ivory ; and the Office of Works intimates 
that the headquarters of the Post Office at 
St. Martin’s Le Grand also will reappear 
shortly in a coat of bright green. 
Might we suggest that Mr. Gerald 
Boland should reply in kind? Most 
Free State post offices could stand a 
coat of paint. Like the railway stations, 
they generally are drab-looking buildings. 
Their decoration would do much to 
brighten the lives of their occupants ; and, 
if Mr. Boland should decide to introduce a 
splash of scarlet into their colour schemes, 
even Viscount Craigavon might unbend. 
We hesitate to suggest that a touch of blue 
might be added; but to a real statesman 
the situation offers almost unlimited

POLITICIANS AND TRADE. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

SIR,—What a pity it is that politicians who 
meddle with trade do not know that the 
money o£ a country must, sooner or later, buy 
produes of its ccuntry of origin. [f England 
buys Fren:h wine, no one in France will 
accept pounds sterling in payment unless he 
wants to buy English goods or is sure he can 
sell the pounds sterling to someone who does. 
So a country with a truly ‘ unfavourable 
balance of trade " must be supernaturally clever 
or must have discovered some foolish foreign 
people who waut its money as an ornament 
and not for use; and a country with a truly 
“favourable balance of trade’’ must be 
superlatively stupid to accumulate foreign 
money for which it has no nse. Such a 
country may disguise its folly for a time by 
buying goid and hoarding it, as France and 
the United States have uili but gold, ex- 
cept a very small quantity for dentistry and 
trinkets, is useless. 

Imagine two countries that have been buy- 
ing freely from euch other. One makes ex- 
cellent linen: the other makes excellent cloth. 
The politicians in each country would like 
their people to make both, so as to be inde- 
pendent of foreigr trade. The linen country 
puts a tariff on cloth, the cloth country puts 
a tariff on linen. The prices go up, and the 
people in both countries find that they cannot 
afford to buy as muvh as formerly. From 
the politician's point of view that does not 
matter; he thinks that the dismissed linen- 
makers can maks cloth, and his opposite 
number in the cloth country thinks that the 
dismissed cloth-inakers can make linen. Per- 
haps, they can, but not all; for, as the total 
consumption of both cloth and linen has 
fallen, some men in both countries have lost 
their job without getting any other. They 
become a charge on public or private charity, 
so that the people’s power of buying linen 
and cloth is again lessened, and still more 
men lose their jobs. 

Is it necessary to mention the people who 
used to carry lines to one country and cloth

FAILURE TO AGREE. 


RAILWAY COMPANIES 
AND UNIONS.

The joint committee of the British rail- 
way companies and the railway trade 
unions which has been considering the 
question of new machinery to take the 
place of the existing Wages Boards failed 
to agree at yesterday’s meeting in London, 
and two separate reports will be submitted 
to the railway managers and the exeeu- 
tives of the trade unions for future 
action. 

In place of the existing Central Wages 
Board the companies propose a Railway 
Staff Council of eight representatives of 
the companies and eight of the unions, the 
decisions to be arrived at either by 
agreement between the two sides or by a 
majority. 

Questions involving interpretation of 
national agreements are to be referred to 
the independent chairman of a new body, 
to be called the Railway Staff National 
Tribunal, which will take the place of the 
existing National Wages Board. This is 
to consist only of three members, one 
selected by the railway companies and one 
by the trade unions, with a chairman to 
be appointed by agreement between the 
parties. The members of the new tribunal 
are not to be connected with the railways 
or the trade unions. Any decision of the

M. Dcumergue’s decision to form a 
Government is regarded here as the best 
possible solution of the grave difficulties 
which now threaten the French Republic. 
He is one of the most experienced of 
French politicians, has held every im- 
portant post in the Government, and was 
President of the Republic from 1924 to 
1931. A man of great intelligence, M. 
Doumergue is kindly, but can be as firm 
as a rock when occasion demands, The 
day before he left the Elysee Palace, at 
the conclusion of his term of office as 
President, he married a lady whom he had 
long known, and with her retired to lis 
property at Tournefeuille, near Toulouse, 
where he has remained aloof from politics 
until to-day. 

It may be that the return of M. 
Doumergue to office will tend to smooth 
matters in Paris, but, in the opinion o: 
experts in continental matters, the crisis 
is not yet over. There is an undercurrent 
of dissatisfaction and discontent amon. 
the industrial population and the peasant 
farmers, and until this has been adjuste 
they are likely to remain im opposition to 
constituted authority. It is not without 
interest that the General Confederation ol 
Labour has proclaimed a genera] strike 


of an independent chairman, to whom 


matters of interpretation of agreements | 


are to be referred. They are also opposed 
to the setting up of the proposed National 
Tribunal, and see no reason to depart from 
the present machinery. They object also 
to the proceedings before such tribunal 
being in private. 

The companies take the view that, in 
spite of the present deadlock. it is still 
possible that a considerable measure of 
agreement may be reached later. 

It is stressed by the companies and the 
unions that there need be no apprehension 
on the part of the public. as. even if the 
present Boards cease to function, there is 
no immediate crisis on wages or condi 
tions.

War Debts, 


It is not unlikely that the next financial 
development in the United States will deal 
with War debts, as it is rumoured that 
President Roosevelt favours a broad 
policy, which will include a reduction of 
interest on all outstanding domestic and 
foreign obligations. The intimation is of 
importance because it is generally appre- 
ciated that the countries owing money to 
the United States—borrowed to carry on a 
war which vitally affected that country — 
have no inclination to return to the former 
rates of interest. In the circumstances, 
there ‘may be further missions to 
Washington to arrange a new settlement, 
and the possibility must be taken into con- 
sideration by the Chancellor .of the 
Exchequer when he is framing his Budget.

They never doubted the sincerity of the 
Fianna Fail Government, but now they 
found an Irish Government, through the 
Minister for Agriculture, going to repeat 
the tyranny of the British Government, 
which had crushed the tobacco industry 
here to serve their own ends.

KIDNAPPED BANKER 
RELEASED. 


BLINDED FOR 23 DAYS 
BY ADHESIVE TAPE.

Mr. Bremer was kidnapped while 


taking his little daughter to school. 

“The first announcement of his release 
was made by a representative of the 
Federal Department of Justice, but no 
statement was made as to whether a 
ransom had been paid. 

Later Mr. Homer . Cummings, the 
Attorney-General, announced in Washing- 
ton that Mr. Bremer’s release had been 
obtained through the payment of the 
ransom demanded by the kidnappers. 
The amount was not disclosed, but the 
original demand was for £40,000. 


POLICE HUNT ORDERED. 


The Attorney-General added that ‘an 
intensive hunt for the kidnappers had 
been ordered. 


Bremer’s relatives. and his kidnappers 
before the release, it is reported. Three 
days ago Mr. Bremer’s father, in a public 
notice, informed the kidnappers that he 
would give them three days in which to 
get in touch with him by any means they 
chose, failing which he hinted that he 
would call the police into the case. 

Mr. Bremer, senior, had previously 
requested the police not to interverfe, as 
he hoped that by paying the ransom he 
would get his son back alive. 

An anonymous note sent to a country 
postmistress on January 22nd stated that 
Mr. Bremer had been “ accidentally 
bumped off,” but this note was found to 
be faked. 


HIDE-OUT UNKNOWN. 


When seen by a doctor after his release, 
Mr. Bremer was found to be physically. in 
good condition, but with nerves 
frayed, and was ordered to bed for a pro- 
longed rest. 

Mr. Bremer, who had no knowledge of 
where he had been imprisoned, was taken 
by his captors, numbering six or seven, 
by car, with his eyes! bandaged, to a spot 
near Rochester, Minnesota, where they 
left him. Mr. Bremer travelled by ’bus 
from Rochester to St. Paul, where he took 
a taxi-cab to the home of his father, a 
wealthy brewer.

The cordial reception and the 
singing of the Marseillaise in the railway 
station grew to an enthusiasm, which gave 
his subsequent journey to the Elysée the 
character of a _ triumphal procession. 
There can in this case be no doubt what- 
ever of the spontaneity of these demonstra- 
tions. Every crowd in every country 
reserves an almost sentimental welcome 
for the man who is giving up well-earned 


and who, having already won great 
honour, takes up the burden of office 
again, simply in.a spirit of service; and 
M. Doumergue is the type of Republican 
Frenchman whom his countrymen love to 
He is gay in spirit 
and dignified in demeanour, firm in judg- 
ment, guided by common-sense, unassum- 
ing and shrewd, and never allows con- 
siderations of State to be overruled by 
personal bias. 

It remains to be seen whether M. 
Doumergue’s eminent qualities of repre- 
sentative leadership are also those which 
will successfully drive a politically hetero- 
geneous team along the rough road of party 
politics. The reputation of Parliament 
has fallen so Jow that the populace will 
require prompt proof that corruption will 
he checked and that the country will be 
efficiently administered. The popular con- 
tempt for the politicians goes deep. While 
Paris was rioting the provinces remained 
quiet, but in the provinces, as in the 
capital, there is everywhere a bitter dis- 
trust of Parliament. But for the relatively 
small Royalist and Communist sections, 
the French are convinced Republicans, and 
they believe firmly in democracy. It is 
not the parliamentary institution they 
despise, but the men—or many of them— 
who have wilfully exploited it. There 
are many who begin to think in their 
dismay at the failure of Parliament that 
drastic reform is required, but, as a whole, 
France has not acquired a taste for 
dictatorship.

STILL PROUD.

REFUSE TO BEG, THOUGH 
DYING, 

Bedouins in tattered rags, huddling behind 
walls for shelter, and gnawing peelings from 
vegetables and fruits, can frequently be seen 
in Ammam, But (writes Reuter from Cairo) 
though they may be starving, these Bedouins 
seem too dignified to beg. 

Members of the Beni Hassan, 800 strong, 
were recently discovered at Zerka in the last 
stages of destitution and slowly starving. 
They were without food or decent clothing, 
and appeared with Eastern stoicism to he 
passively awaiting the end. Funds. were 
quickly organised for their relief. The Trans- 
jordan Frontier Force provided blankets and 
flour, and gifts of more flour were given by 
Transjordian merchants. In far away Jaffa 
Moslem merchants loaded up lorries with 
foodstuffs and set them on the road. 

Private individuals are subscribing freely, 
Such help, however, can only stave off the 
evil day temporarily, and several seasons of 
ample iain, with bumper crops and grazing, 
may be sufficient to bring back a measure of 
prosperity. : |

SIR OTWAY F. WHEELER CUFFF, 
- JBART. 


We regret to announce that Sir Otway 
Fnmitescue Wheelcr Cuffe, Bart., died sud- 
denly at his residence, Leyrath, Kilkenny, 
at 4.30 a.m. yesterday. Born on December 
9th, 1866, Sir Otway Wheeler Cuffe was the 
only son of Major Otway Wheeler Cuffe, 
third son of the first Baronet, and Louisa 
Frances Florence, only daughter of the Rev. 
Luke Fowler. He married in June, 1897, 
Charlotte Isabel, daughter of William Wil- 
liams, of Park Side, Wimbledon, who sur- 
vives him. He was a first.cousin of Colonel 
EK. G. Fowler, Gowran Castle. Educated 
at the Royal Indian Engineering College, he 
entered the service of the Pablic Works 
Department, Burma, in 1889. In 1906 he 
was appointed Executive Engineer, and in 
1914 Superintendent Engineer. Sir Otway 
was ‘Lieutenant-Colonel Commanding the 
Burma Battalion, Indian Auxiliary Force. 
In January, 1915, he succeeded his uncle, 
Sir Charles Wheeler Cuffe, but it was not 
until the following year that he took up 
residence at Leyrath, resigning his official 
appointment in Burma. 

For many years Sir Otway Cuffe was 
actively identified with the public, social and 
sporting life of Kilkenny City and County. 
Ha had been a member of Kilkenny County 
Council, the Kilkenny Agricultural Com- 
mittee and the District Mental Hospital Com- 
mittee. He was an exceptionally keen agri- 
cuiturist, a successful breeder of dairy short- 
horns, cattle and pigs, and a large employer 
of labour. As a member of the Kilkenny- 
Carlow Branch of: the Dairy Shorthorn- 
Breeders’ Society and St. Patrick’s Cow- 
Testing Association, his practical experience 
aml sound advice were invaluable assets, 

Sir Otway was President. of the Kilkenny 
ranch of the British Legion of ex-Service 
Men. His activities extended to Church 
work, He was a member of the General 
Synod of the Church of Ireland, and of the 
Ossory Diocesan Synod, and. his technical 
knowledge of engineering and architecture 
gave great assistance to the Church authori- 
ties.

EFFECT ON DUBLIN 
MARKET. 


In the Dublin market yesterday, some 
stock feeders had export licences, and their 
cattle made from 6s. to 8s. per cwt. more 
than the cattle sold without licences. In 
one instance, cattle unsold last week at 
£12, obtained £16 to-day with licences. 

A great many feeders who have applied 
for licences have been disappointed. Some 
of them who called at the Free State 
Department of Agriculture yesterday had 
not obtained any share in the quota at all. 
They were informed that all the feeders’ 
licences had been diestributed, and no more 
would be issued until about February 
15th. 

As far as sales in the country are con- 
cerned, feeders who usually sold on their 
own farms are in an unchanged position. 
Their cattle remain in the sheds. Many 
have been faced with the situation that 
their feeding-stuffs are running short, and 
their animals are now being fed only on 
hay and water, as the farmers do not like 
to take the risk of purchasing feeding- 
stuffs in view of present conditions. 

Dealers are becoming more accustomed 
to the English quota-regulations, and 
fewer animals are being confiscated which 
were classed as “ fat.’’ 

In the Midland counties of Meath, Kil- 
dare and ‘Dublin the prospect for the 
coming season seems very ‘precarious. 
These counties are producing both fat 
cattle and forward stores. It . would 
appear that three-quarters of the '' forward 
stores’’ from these counties would be con- 
fiscated if shipped as fat. 

Wednesday’s fair at Athy was the first 


stall-feds, and feeders with licences 
obtained prices from 28s. to 30s. per cwt., 
and in one case 33s, per cwt. was obtained.

If there had never 
been a dispute with Great Britain it would 
be necessary to take the powers conferred in 
the bill. The prime purpose for which it 
was being introduced was not even the 
regulation and development of our external 
trade. It was primarily designed to pro- 
vide more effective machinery to develop 


the industrial activities and potentialities of. 


the. country. Its enactment would enable 
a more orderly and regular system of con- 
trolling imports to be operated. They had 
certain powers of regulating imports, which 
were used as occasion seemed to require. . 

A system of licensing had grown up in 
consequence of those powers, but, while this 
worked fairly satisfactorily, it was open to 
criticism. He did not see any ground for 
such criticism, but, obviously, it was 
desirable that they should have substituted 
for those powers a ma svstem, such as 
was proposed in the bill. t was desired 
to give protection to many industries, and 
that could not be given regularly or easily 
by a system of import duties. Where an 


industry had developed to the stage at which 


it was capable of supplying the requirements 
of the people with a particular class of 
goods, then an import duty was a satisfactory 
srotection. But where an industry was only 
in the initial stages of development, and was 
meapable of supplying in quantity all the 


goods required here of a particular class, the 


imposition of a tariff involves the operation

In answer to Mr. DOCKRELL, the 
Minister said that the preliminary period 
would not be less than six weeks, and 
licences would operate during that period. 
The first quota period would be not less 
than six months, and power would be taken 
to increase, but not to decrease, the quota 
during that per.od. 

Mr. GOOD asked if a quota order for cer- 
tain goods was placed with a particular 
country, and the price of the pe in the 
country was 200 per cent. dearer than in 
another country, were importers to be com- 
pelled to buy from the country to which the 
quota was allotted ? : 

The MINISTER—Yes, but the deputy can 
leave it to the Executive Council to exercise 
discretion if such a situation arose. It was 
most unlikely that it would ever arise: 

Similar legislation had been introduced in 
ether countries, and the present bill provided 
the simplest system that could be devised.

Lab.,Cork) said that if 
there were any grounds for the perturbation 
felt by Deputy Corish the Deputy would vote 
against the bill. He hoped that when 
arranging for quotas consideration would be 
had for the reciprocity in trade from this 
country to other countries who took their 


exportable surplus of agricultural produce, He 
would also like that the Minister when arrang-

countries. Measures of this kind had a 
tendency to disturb industrial and commercial 
equilibrium, and the first to suffer were the 
working classes and the poor, Tarifis that 
had been imposed recently on a large scale 
had thrown many commercial travellers, 
persons engaged in the distributing trades, 
dockers and riverside workers out of employ- 
ment.

The Minister for Finance during his Budget 
speech last year had spent half an hour tell- 
ing them in glowing terms of the benefits he 
was conferring on the children and the suffer- 
ing poor by taking off a halfpenny from their 
sugar tax, but now, one month before the 
introduction of the Budget this year, they 
had the hard-hearted business man, the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, coming 
along and saying that was all tripe, and he 
put back the halfpenny on the backs of the 
ratepayers, increasing the burden of the poor 
and downtrodden. i? was a misuse of the 
power that the President had asked for and 
that they had grudgingly given him, 

.Tí they believed that the Government would 
use the pcwers asked for in the bill for the 
purpose of securing for them profitable or 
unsubsidised markets the Government was 
entitled to get those powers, but when they 
looked backed upon the Minister’s gyrations 
for the last eighteen months he was very 
reluctant to put any more weapons in the 
Minister’s hands. During that time the 
Minister had been dancing a political can- 
ean, Like a mad Dervish he had been lash- 
ing out in every direction, and had been 
cuttings the legs off more Irishmen than 
heads off foreigners. 

He (Mr. Dillon) had no hope of persuading 
the Minister to desist. He would go on in 
ths same mad career. The Government was 
not competent, Lut they had gone so far now 
nw they had not the moral courage to turn

REMOVING WATER 
FROM TURF.

GERMAN INVENTOR’S DUBLIN 
APPLICATION. 


The policy of the present Government of 
the Irish Free State as directed, towards the 
development of the country’s existing turf 
supplies has led to application being made 
recently to the Industrial and Commercial 
Registration Office by Herr Walter Born, of 
Ginsterhe.de’ 6, Berlin-Zehlendorf, Germany, 
for registration of his method of removing 
water from peat and like substances. 

As a prerequisite of the artificial drying of 
peat by heat-carriers such as steam or hot 
air it is necessary that the peat shall not con- 
tain more than about 70 per cent. of water, 
or the drying cannot be carried out economi- 
cally. It is impossible to reduce the water 
content of crude peat, about 90 per cent., to 
the requisite 70 per cent. by mechanical 
pressure unless very thin layers are used, and 
the pressure applied for a cons.derable time. 
lí thin layers are employed the output of the 
machines is small in proportion to overhead 
charges: and marketing become impossible. 

Herr Born’s invention proposes to deal with 
this difficulty by treatng the peat in three 
Stages. 
ture is broken down by precipitating agents 
such as acids and salts, then a preliminary 
pressing is made at a pressure of about 8 kilo- 
grams per square centimetre, and finally a 
press.ng at a high pressure of about ó0 kilo- 
grams per square centimetre.
